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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment was received on 1 1/21/05, but will not be entered 
because it does not place the application in condition for allowance. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/21/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

3. In response to applicant's arguments regarding the rejection of claims 1,9, 17, 
and 25, the applicant asserts that the reference of Salgado fails to disclose specifying a 
set of individual packaging characteristics for each of the segments, or files, as recited 
in the claims. The examiner respectfully disagrees as Salgado does disclose such a 
feature. Particularly, Salgado discloses that job segments are selected by a user to be 
a part of a larger job and that printing and packaging characteristics can be specified for 
each segment (see column 5 lines 45-50 and column 8 lines 10-11). Further, Salgado 
discloses along with the printing characteristics chosen for each segment that a set of 
packaging characteristics can be specified to properly output the desired multi-segment 
job (see column 5 line 66-column 6 line 14). The details in Salgado as discussed above 
show that job segments each have associated printing characteristics and the multi- 
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segment job as a whole has associated printing (packaging) characteristics that are 
utilized in the execution of the job. All of which is analogous to the claim limitations 
recited in claims 1, 9, 17, and 25.
